Dairying is big business in Tulare county. 

And a vital business too, not only from the standpoint of those 
persons engaged directly in dairy farming, but for business men as 
well, and for several thousand persons in Tulare county whose liveli- 
hood depends directly or indirectly on the production and processing 
of dairy products. 

Last year, the value of milk pro- | 


duced in Tulare county came ,to| 
$17,399,272, according to records MILKING 


from the office of Oscar Hemphill, 
county agricultural commissioner. 

This. represented the second 
greatest year for county dairymen, 
surpassed only in 1954, when 
value was $19,365,139. 

Trend in the county’s dairy in- 
dustry has been constantly up- 
ward since 1944, when value was 
$12,987,787, and with the San 
Joaquin valley becoming more 
and more important as the ‘food 
center” for metropolitan areas of 
California, the importance and 
value of dairy products should 


}-continue to rise in the county. 


Not only is dairy value high in 
the county, but production effi- 
ciency is also tops, dairymen of 
this area joining California dairy- 
men for an average state produc- 
tion of 320 pounds of butterfat 
per cow, compared to a national 
average of 214 pounds. 

And while the housewife may 
pay more per quart for milk today 
than she did 15 years ago, it 
should be born in mind that since 
1940, retail food prices have risen

We took off for the American 
river late last week and had shads 
of fishing fun. In addition to Mrs, 
Phil, Cecil Phipps and Dennis 
Wheeler, both of Fresno, went 
along. As newcomers to the area 
considerable scouting was neces- 
sary, a certain amount of experi- 
menting followed by the trial and 
error method of fishing. 


But the shad were in the Ameri- 
can river below Nimbus dam and 
we had several strikes but landed 
only a very few fish. They are 
fighters, these small relatives of 
the tarpin family and are a table 
delicacy when properly prepared, 
either by smoking or pressure 
cooked to dissolve the many small 
bones. 

A surprising fact was the small 
number of fishermen along the 
river although we were there on 
week days. One of the most ar- 
dent anglers we met was a Sac- 
ramento man, formerly of Fresno 
who learned about the sport of 
shad fishing while living away | 
from it. Another young fellow, 
born and raised in Sacramento 
was enjoying his first day with 
the shad and after he had hooked 
several and landed few, he said, 
“why haven’t I been told about 
this before?” 

Shad fishing is equal to steel- 
heading and I do believe that 
when more fishermen give it a try 
it will become more popular al- 
though the species was first intro- 
duced into California waters back 
in 1871. Maybe they are just hard 
to get acquainted with. 

Now we receive word from Ore- 
gon City, Oregon, that anglers 
there are having the thrill of their 
lives with the shad while adverse 
water conditions continue to 
thwart the salmon fishermen,

Pleasant loafing 
requires the proper equipment 
and being experts at doing 
nothing we can give you the 
straight dope. 

First thing you need is a wide 
spreading shade tree, originally 
costing three fifty.

* cent and lower the quality considerably. The wrong time 


to rake hay 


is when the moisture content is too low (below 55%) causing leaf 
shatter, which reduces weight and nutrient content. 


University of California studies 

® show that maximum yield and 
quality of hay is largely determin- 
ed by the amount fo ledfiness and 
color the haymaker is able to 
maintain in the curing process, 
Also freedom of foreign matter 
such as weeds is an important fac- 
tor in hay quality. Protein, caro- 
tene and other nutrients are con- 
tained mostly in leaves. Number 
one hay on the market has been 
cured in the manner to retain 
maximum leaves, color and aroma. 


When to Rake 
After hay is cut it should be 


thoroughly wilted in the swath 
before it is raked into windrows. 
When hay is thoroughly wilted it 
will contain 55 to 65 percent mois- 
Since the leaves on the top 
side of the swath dry first, leaf 
shatter will occur unless the hay 
is raked in the early morning

VISALIA, CALIFORNIA 
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Rising costs of operations in 
the flour mill and in the bakery 
are credited with the responsibil- 
ity for increased bread prices in 
a publication recently released 
by the Agricultural Marketing 
Service of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The publication “Marketing 
Margins for White Bread” points 
out that bread prices have ad- 
vanced 70 per cent in the past ten 
years. The cost of wheat in the 
loaf of bread has gained from 
2.1c to 2.7c, but the farmer’s 
share of the consumer bread dol- 
lar has declined from 25 per cent 
in 1946 to 18 per cent in 1955. 

The wholesale price of bread, 
(the price received by the baker) 
was listed at 14.8c. Of this total, 
the baker retains eight-tenths of 
a cent as profit before taxes. 

A separate study by the Mar- 
keting Service showed net profits 
of six leading bakers, after taxes, 
declining from 5.3 per cent in 
1946 to 2.3 per cent in 1954. 

The report noted that aver- 
age hourly earnings of grain mill 
workers advanced 85 per cent in 
the ten year period, that hourly 


is higher if cut in the bud stage,

A cow weighing 1,200 Ibs. and 
producing five gallons of 3% per 
jcent milk, requires 2.7 lbs. of dit 
gestible protein per day. A cow 
eating 35 pounds of good quality 
alfalfa hay per day is consuming 
31%4 pounds of digestible protein, 
which is % of a pound more than 
she requires. 

Excess protein in the concen- 
trate, while not harmful, is ex- 
pensive. Extra protein is used for 
energy. However, energy may be 
obtained at a lower cost by feed- 
ing high energy feeds such as bar- 
ley, wheat, milo or corn, once the 
protein requirements have been 
met. 

Some dairymen have realized a 
saving of as much as $10.00 to 
$15.00 per ton of concentrates by 
reducing the amount of higher 
priced protein feeds in the ration.
